In Giace Parish Hall, Friday 
evening, December 8th, a brilliant 
entertainment in memory of Thomas 
Hopkins Gal laud* t, the Pounder of 
Deaf-Mule Kdtieation in America, 
was attended by some seventy-five 
persons The feature of the even- 
ing was ji lecture by Dr. E. M. Gal- 
laudet, President of Gallaudet 
College, Washington, D.C. A new 
set of lights had just ben installed 
overhead above the chancel In the 
chapel. This added much to the 
beauty of the spot where the lecturer 
occupied, and the prominent figure 
of our beloved Doctor Gallaudet 
was so well illumined that his signs 
could tie seen very plainly. 

Miss. Ida P Brocks, of" *03, Gal- 
laudet, OUC of the teachers at the 
School for the colored Deaf and 
Blind on Saratoga Street, gracefully 
recited the favorite hymn of Thomas 
II. Gallaudet "To Jesus." 

Rev. Mr. Whildtn their introduc- 
ed Dr. Gallaudet, and when Dr 
Gallaudet concluded his lecture, the 
whole oongtegatioi) stood up show- 
ing their happy appreciation of the 
event. 

Dr. Gallaudet's lecture dwellt 
upon the early education and lean- 
ing of his father toward the study 
of law, and this circumstance lead- 
ing up to the study for university, 
and the meeting of Alice Cogswell 
which decided bis father's subse- 
quent life work, (be founding of 
the education for the Deal in Ame- 
rica. 

Abbe Sicaid came in for a large 
share of praise for having given 
T. II. Gallaudet much encourage 
ment. The work for the insane

clusion showing the great self-sacri- 
fice the elder Rev. Mr Gallaudet 
had made for the up lifting of the 
deaf Self sacrifice has great re- 
wards, and in his case, it was 
philanthropic— '-the characteristic of 
a true Christian life. Several plea- 
sant anecdotes of the relation 

between the father and the son, 
demonstrated t he wonderful talent 
of the elder Gallaudel for teaching 
and handling of men. A father in 
the true sense of the word, a 
teaoher of surpassing ability and 

versatility, a benefactor of men. 
hardly surpassed by others, a true 

friend of the weak and helpless, 
a blessing of heaven, a man of 
tied who felt the divine eali to 

open the mind of the deaf to the 
Christian revelation and civiliza- 
tion, Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet 
desSlVCS the love. honor and 
thanks of those who feel the in- 
fiuence of his character and bene- 
ficial work. 

At the conclusion of the address 
by Rev. A. 0. Powell, a collation 
w..s served to .all. Miss Brooks and 
Mrs. Whildin managed the refresh- 
ment side of the entertainment, 

ably .assisted by a bevy of six of the 
best colored girls from the school 
The whole entertainment was the 
best ever seen and had for the deaf 
in lllis city for many years, and 
this was the fust genuine celebra- 
tion in memory of the Pounder. 
The entertainment was given under 
auspices of the Baltimore 

Alumni of Gallaudet College. 
Rev. Dr. Powellgiaoed it by his 

presence. He made an address in 
which he expressed the opinion that 
he knew to be Rev. Thomas Gal- 
laudet's opinion that there ought to 

be but only one Mission for the deaf 
in the city, lie believes that, more 
good could come out of a united 
ion Division is unfortunate 
for the deaf, who are not many. 
He invites every deaf to join the 
00 ami retain his religious 
faith, whether Methodist or Luther- 
an, or else which he may be Obliged 
to hold for sake of family relations.

some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street, to permit I lie erOO 
tion of such a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to tbe church edifice and beaoenter 
of religions and social life amongst 

the .silent peoples. Dr. Oalbiudel 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 

erection of this building, which 

would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not poi- 

mitted. and it is suggested as a 

most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly lor 
the deal mules. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty live i 
along the street front, and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It, will be 1 1 

stories in belgbt, with a basement, 

and will bo used lor tbe social, re- 
ligious and industrial i Is of the 

deal unites of New York. The 

amount, required for " The Oallaa 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 

be about $30,00(1, and the building 
If, in its position and purpose, 

will form a conspicuous monument 

to him whose life was devoted to the 
Qi peoples. They themselves 

heai tily endorse the memorial.
